REMARKS 

Applicants have received and carefully reviewed the Office Action of the Examiner 
mailed November 9, 2005. With this amendment, the specification and drawings have been 
amended in accordance with the Examiners suggestion. Additionally, claim 55 has been 
amended to correct an antecedence issue noted by the Examiner, and claims 64-65 have been 
canceled. As such, claims 1-20, 22-48, 50-55, and 57-63 are pending. The amendments to the 
claims are fully supported by the claims and specification as originally filed. No new matter has 
been added. Moreover it is noted that the cancellation of claims 64-65 reduces possible issues 
for Appeal. Thus, entry of this After-Final Amendment is respectfully requested. 

Amendments to the Drawings and Specification 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings for a lack of correspondence between the 
drawings and the accompanying descriptive text. Fourteen replacement drawing sheets including 
amended Figures 9 and 24 are submitted herewith. In Figure 9, reference number "18" has been 
amended to be "28"; and in Figure 24, reference number "1272" has been amended to be "1242" 
and reference number "1 170" has been amended to be "1270". Acceptance of the drawings is 
respectfully requested. The Examiner has also noted further editorial changes to the 
specification. Applicants have amended appropriately, thereby resolving the objections. 
Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested.
